“  Died  in  Granville,  N.  Y.  on  the  28ih  Sept.  Rev. 

Lemuel  Haynes,  aged  80  years.  This  aged  and  devoted 
servant  of  Jesus  Christ  wan  born  in  Hartford,  Conn.; 
brought  up  in  a  pious  family  in  Granville,  Mass,  where 
he  became  hopefully  pious,  and  with  comparatively 
small  advantages,  entered  upon  the  work  of  the  Chris¬ 
tian  ministry  as  an  evangelist,  when  not  far  from 
twenty-seven  years  of  age.  He  preached  in  Granville, 
where  he  was  brought  up,  about  five  years ;  from  thence 
he  went  to  Torringford,  Conn,  where  he  laboured  not 
far  from  three  years;  after  which  he  came  into  Rutland, 

Vermont,  where  he  preached  for  thirty  years  in  suc¬ 
cession;  then  removed  to  Manchester  and  laboured 
between  three  and  four  years ;  and  closed  his  pilgrimage 
in  a  servics  of  eleven  years  in  the  place  where  he  died. 

“During  a  service  of  more  than  fifty  years  in  the 
Church,  few  have  performed  a  greater  amount  of  pulpit 
labour,  or  discovered  an  equal  measure  of  originality, 
nr  fruitfulness  of  mind.  He  was  a  man  of  fervent  piety, 
and  possessed  the  power  of  ministering  reinarksHMy  tn 
the  comfort  of  the  afflicted.  The  features  of  his  sermons 
were  peculiar  and  altogether  his  own; — consequently 
he  was  always  heard  with  attention,  and  rarely  failed 
to  impress  his  thoughts  upon  the  minds  of  his  hearer*. 

During  his  life  he  was  made  to  experience  peculiar  aud 
complicated  trials;  but  still  he  held  his  way;  and 
during  the  distressing  and  protraeted  sickness  which 
tcrininated  his  life,  manifcstetl  an  ardent  attachment  to

Anniversary  at  Monrovia,  Africa. — The  lost  JAbe- 
ria  Herald  gives  an  account  of  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Monrovia  Baptist  Missionary  Society.  An  appro¬ 
priate  discourse  was  delivered  by  the  Rev.  C.  M.  War¬ 
ing,  and  a  collection  taken  up  in  aid  of  the  Society’s 
funds.  The  annual  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Society  was  also  read.  At  a  subsequent  meeting  of 
the  Society,  for  the  election  of  officers,  &.c.  we  notice 
the  passage  of  the  following,  among  other  resolutions: 

**  Resolved,  That  the  Board  enter  immediately  into 
such  measures  as  may  be  most  conducive  to  the  glory 
of  God  among  the  natives,  and  the  furthering  of  the 
object  of  the  5:?ociety.  And  that  they  proce^  forth¬ 
with  to  engage  a  suitable  person,  if  practicable,  to  teach 
and  preach  among  the  natives  of  Big  Town,  at  Grand 
Cape  Mount;  praying  that  God  may  aid  and  bless  the 
feeble  endeavours  of  the  Society,  and  open  the  hearts 
of  his  children  in  America,  to  send  us  some  assistance 
for  the  promotion  of  this  good  and  great  cause.” 

By  a  letter  from  the  Rev.  C.  M.  Waring,  under  date 
of  January  17,  1836,  published  in  the  London  Baptist 
Magazine,  we  learn  that  the  church  of  which  the  wri¬ 
ter  is  pastor,  consists  of  181  communicants ;  about 
half  of  whom  are  native  Africans,  who  had  been  libe¬ 
rated  from  slave-ships  by  American  cruisers,  and  sent 
to  the  Colony.  Thirty-nine  of  these,  the  writer  states, 
have  been  baptized  within  the  last  eighteen  months: 
and  many  more  of  that  class  are  anxiously  inquiring 
what  they  must  do  to  be  raved.  Mr.  Waring  regards 
those  of  these  untutored  natives  who  have  be^me 
members  of  his  communion,  as  very  consistent  and  ex 
emplary  Christiana.  How  feelingly  and  eloquently  do 
such  facts  as  these  speak  to  the  heart  of  tbe  Christiana 
of  our  country,  in  favour  of  that  noble  scheme  of  be¬ 
nevolence,  the  American  Colonization  Society.

He  was  accordingly  laid  in  an  engine-house  for 
that  purpose,  but  his  lace  had  h(«n  so  much  diongured  by  ^e 
fiUl,  trmt  tbe  police  despaired  of  having  him  rccomiaed,  unai  a 
gentleman  stopped  to  look  at  the  body,  who  said  that  he  bodey- 
ed  that  he  recomiied  him.  but  was  unwilling  toroiiimunicaK  his 
auapicioos  unlil  he  had  ascertained  whether  or  not  iheobjett  ol 
them  was  abeent  Irom  home.  He  accordingly  proceeded  tothe 
house  of  one  o(  the  most  wealthy  and  respeemie  wholesale  ater- 
chants  in  the  city,  and  finding  that  he  was  absent,  and  tbe  family 
unable  or  unwilling  to  give  an  account  of  him.  he  openly  avow- 
ed  hie  belief  that  im  UMeased  was  no  other  than  Mr.  J— — 

General  consternation  followed  this  avowal,  for  Mr.  J.  was  a 
man  of  high  staiKiiim  and  respectability,  having  an  intelligent 
and  well  educated  &nUy.  aiid  possessing  a  foitune  valued  at 
not  lesa  than  $1(10,000.  Some  of  the  members  of  tbe  fomily 
were  brought  to  the  body  aod  acknowledged  (he  foci  that  it 
was  the  corpoe  of  their  parent  'Fhe  bouse  of  the  deceased 
was  immediaiely  taken  poaaession  of  by  the  police,  and  was 
found  to  have  bam  a  perfect  receptacle  of  stolen  gooda,  poascsstd 
of  exreryeoDvanieoeaefeanyingenthetnda.
